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FOREWORD 


Orchis  book  contains  the  notation  of  hymns 
with  chordal  accompaniment  from  the  musical 
setting  of  Mass  in  the  Chaldean  rite  of  the 
Syro-Malabar  Church.  The  St.  Thomas  Syro- 
Malabar  Catholic  Diocese  of  Chicago  has 
published  an  audio  CD  (SMC  101  -  2007)  of 
the  same  hymns;  the  CD  comes  with  a  16  - 
page  booklet  with  notes  on  the  texts  and  their 
liturgical  context  as  well  as  comments  on  the 
music. 

Until  1962,  the  Syro-Malabar  Church  celebrated 
Mass  and  other  sacraments  only  in  Syriac. 

The  first  translation  of  Mass  into  Malayalam, 
the  language  of  Kerala,  came  into  use  in  1962. 
This  musical  setting  is  based  on  the  English 
translation  of  the  revised  missal  (1989) 
that  the  Synod  of  the  Syro-Malabar  Church 
promulgated  in  2004. 

On  behalf  of  the  Synod,  Mar  Jacob  Angadiath, 
Bishop  of  the  St.  Thomas  Syro-Malabar  Catholic 
Diocese  of  Chicago  and  Permanent  Apostolic 
Visitor  to  Canada  commissioned  the  composition 
on  December  29,  2005.  The  Synod  approved  the 
melodies  on  September  25,  2006.  Bishop  Jacob 
Angadiath  officially  inaugurated  the  musical 
setting  at  St.  Mary’s  Syro-Malabar  Catholic 
Church,  West  Hempstead,  New  York,  on  Sunday, 
March  18,  2007. 


Stylistically,  the  melodies  and  their  performance 
practice  show  the  influence  of  the  Syriac  chants 
and  Indian  classical  music  tradition.  For 
example,  the  performance  practice  of  singing  the 
same  melody  in  three  ascending  pitch  registers 
in  #  1  &  5  probably  developed  in  the  Syriac 
tradition  and  later  reached  the  Latin  Church;  it 
is  prevalent  even  today  in  the  Roman  Catholic 
churches  in  the  performance  of  “This  is  the 
wood  of  the  Cross”  (Ecce  lignum  crucis )  in  the 
Good  Friday  service.  The  English  text  of 
Qurbana  (Syriac,  “offering,”  Mass)  has  retained 
some  of  the  ancient  Syriac  poetic  practices.  One 
such  practice  is  the  use  of  incipit  (Latin,  “[here] 
begins”)  referred  to  in  Syriac  as  suraya  which 
literally  means  “indication,”  “predication,” 
“preface,”  and  more.  The  incipit  functions  as  a 
thematic  and  melodic  introduction  to  the  strophe, 
and  is  sung  solo  in  a  rhythmically  free, 
recitative  style.  The  same  Syriac  term  is  used  as 
title  in  #  6  for  the  hymn  that  follows  the 
reading  from  the  Old  Testament;  this  hymn 
predicates  the  special  reason  for  the  day's 
celebration.  The  recitative  style,  using  three  or 
four  pitches,  in  Commemoration  Hymn  in  # 

10  and  the  Penitential  Psalm  in  #  13  is 
ubiquitous  in  the  Syriac  traditions.  The  Suraya 
in  #  6  and  I  am  the  Living  Bread  in  #  14  are 
examples  of  adapting  a  melody  that  is  associated 
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with  a  Syriac  chant  to  a  text  in  English;  the 
source  of  this  melody  is  the  Hymn  to  the 
Blessed  Virgin,  B'eda  d'yawman  (“On  this 
festival  day")  in  #  29  in  the  CD  Qombel  Maran: 
Syriac  Chants  from  South  India. 

The  use  of  ras-s  in  some  of  the  melodies 
for  example,  rag  Malkauns  (Hindolam,  in  the 
Karnatak  tradition)  in  #  9,  and  Rag  Bhoopali 
(Mohanam,  in  the  Karnatak  tradition)  in  #  5  & 

11 —  is  limited  to  their  scalar  structures, 
ascending  and  descending  patterns,  and  hierarchy 
of  pitches.  We  have  used  mostly  rag-s  that 
became  familiar  through  popular  songs  in  Indian 
languages.  The  melodic  contours  of  these  rag-s 
are  part  of  the  musical  experience  of  most 
worshippers. 

The  chanting  of  prayers  and  other  prose  texts 
are  not  included  here.  The  celebrant  may  recite 
those  texts  using  a  few  notes  in  the  scale  and 
manner  (mode)  of  the  preceding  or  the 
forthcoming  hymn.  Such  a  chanting  of  prose 
texts  or,  at  the  least,  the  concluding  parts 
“for  ever  and  ever,"  “always  and  for  ever,"  etc. 

—  could  facilitate  the  congregation's  signatory 
response,  Amen,  in  a  complementary  pitch. 

The  decision  to  appropriate  Syriac  and  raga- 
based  music  that  are  associated  with  their 
respective  geographies  and  histories  came  after 
sustained  attempts  to  study  the  complex  history 
of  the  Syro-Malabar  Church  and  its  liturgy. 

The  original  Syriac  texts  of  the  hymns  in  this 


book  came  from  the  Middle  East  to  India  where 
they  survived  for  several  centuries  in  a  multi¬ 
religious,  multi-cultural,  and  multi-linguistic 
milieu.  The  journey  of  the  text  in  the  recent  past 
meant  a  shift  in  the  linguistic  context,  from 
Syriac,  a  Semitic  language,  to  the  translations  in 
Malayalam  with  its  Dravidian  affiliation,  and 
from  there  to  English  with  its  Indo-European 
connection.  In  the  second  half  of  the  twentieth 
century  when  large  numbers  of  Syro-Malabar 
Christians  began  to  emigrate  mostly  for 
economic  reasons,  they  brought  along  with  them 
the  liturgical  texts  and  memories  of  their 
melodies.  However,  the  children  born  in  the 
adopted  countries  were  removed  from  the 
linguistic  and  musical  experiences  of  their 
parents.  Just  as  Aramaic  became  the  colloquial 
language  of  the  Jewish  children  born  and  raised 
in  Babylonia  during  the  second  exile,  English 
has  become  the  language  of  intimacy  and 
emotion  to  the  second  generation  Syro-Malabar 
Christians.  The  musical  choices  made  for  this 
setting,  besides  being  a  metaphor  for  the 
ongoing  cultural  synthesis  occurring  in  their 
lives,  is  part  of  an  attempt  to  bridge  the 
immediate  present  to  the  distant  past.
